In fancy 
they might be a band of Robin Hood's men bivouacking in Shes- 
wood Forest, their olive green jump suits, often camouflaged with 
darker dapples of green, completing the picture But these men 
arte an even tougher breed.

Comparatively few of you Fay­ 
ette countians have had occasion 
to fight that worst of all parasites, 
•Dodder, 
which 
las 
also 
been 
called strangle w eed, love vine, 
devils gut, daughter vine, scald 
weed and other names. 
This vine is one of the worst 
pests known when it once gains .1 
foot-hold and requires careful and 
persistent 
attention 
year after 
year to eradicate it. 
Some of you farmers have had 
experience with the clover dodder 
vine, which is just one of the IOO 
varieties of the strangle vine that 
sucks most of the life out of any 
plant it entw ines. 
Some varieties live only on cer­ 
tain shrubs and plants and seem 
partial to certain militi a s their 
“host." 
The vines are leafless, white or 
yellow in color and grow clusters 
of seeds along its thin strands. I 
have seen the vines IO 
feet 
in 
length and no thicker than the 
lead of an ordinary pencil. 
The vines spring up, clutch a 
plant or shrub, and proceed to en­ 
twine about it, throwing out num­ 
erous smaller vines as it grows. 
Innumerable suckers on the vines 
fasten to the stems of the ‘ host'’ 
plant and live from the juice of 
the plant. 
The root of the vine 
and lower part of it soon dies out, 
leaving live living vines growing 
from the plant it has entwined. 
I have seen very little of the 
vine in Fayette County, but in 
parts of Jackson County and other 
hill counties, in waste places, I 
have seen 
large patches 
of it 
Strangling the vegetation it has 
attacked. 
In tho southern states, notably 
in Arkansan. Louisiana, Missis­ 
sippi and some of the other states, 
I have seen the vines almost a 
solid mass along the highways for 
mile after mile. 
Like the Canadian thistle, John­ 
son grass and a few other pests, 
the “strangle weed,” or whatever 
©ne may call it, is a dangerous 
pest to permit upon ones prem­ 
ises.

less the sale is a genuine clear­ 
ance. and the word “sale” must 
be shunned. 
The only permitted 
price comparison is with the gov­ 
ernment ceiling.

by

broadest step in individual com­

north of Augusta after beating 
back a heavy, dangerous German 
armored attack, and U. S. troops

er inland, it was announced to­ 
day. 
The 
anticipated 
strong 
Axis 
counterattacks against the swift 
Allied invasion thrusts were ap­ 
parently materializing. 
Springing against British posi­ 
tions 
around 
the 
seaport 
of 
Augusta, Nazi armored units ac­ 
tually penetrated to the harbor 
and isolated a British brigade in­ 
side the town before the Eighth 
Army counter-blow' drove them 
back. The British then raced on 
to Brucoli, four miles north of 
the seaport. 
The Allied communique assert­ 
ed 
“considerable 
gains” 
were 
scored in the last 24 hours, and 
said the British had pushed “some 
miles” in their drive toward Ca­ 
tania. 
The 
greatest 
advance 
was 
scored by a combined American 
Canadian and British force in the 
center where a gain of six oz 
seven miles was made in the Ra- 
gusa-Viz/.ini sector on a line par­ 
allel with the British east coasl 
push. 
Led by Lieut. Gen. George S 
Patton, Jr., the Americans on the 
west flank dug into the difficult 
mountains, marking up a gain oi 
about four miles, capturing an­ 
other important airfield and tak­ 
ing important heights. 
The American Seventh Army
